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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Due to the telephonic interview of February 1, 2006 the rejections of claims 67-78 
under 35 USC 1 12 have been withdrawn because of clarifications by Applicant. The 
closest prior art available to the instant application are the games of TetrisAttack, 
Uproar, and Tile Fall. These games depend on the falling and reconfiguring of game 
tiles. Neither TetrisAttack, Uproar, or Tile Fall, however, disclose associating random 
game rules with the shifting of game icons. Further, neither of the above mentioned 
games include a step of revealing the chosen random game ruler to be displayed to the 
player.
